These figures are not necessa­ 
rily typical, but 31 states have in­ 
dividual income taxes sim ilar to 
the federal levy.

commonly called "passing the b uck' 
Rarely does an accident occur if one is operat- • 
ing his car with his entire attention centered upon 
his driving watching the road in every respect and 
anticipating every move- in other words, "thinking 
ahead." 
Rarely dors an accident occur even if one, 
or more cars are present at the site of a potential) 
accident and all drivers except one a 1 e exercising 
extreme caution 
The alertness 
01 
the cautious 
drivers compensates for the negligence of the oth­ 
ers, and generally the accident is averted 
Hence 
in the case of collisions with other motoi vehicles 
or when a car strikes a pedestrian, b oth parties are 


e q u a l l y guilty of some contrib utory negligent e.

His father having died, 
William Barge, together w ith his 
m othe r and two sisters. left Ohio, 
to which place the family had r e ­ 
moved in the early ’30s. and drove 
to H e n r y county.
